Moving to the end of one of the 
most persistent legal battles ever 
staged in Georgia to save a condemned 
man from death, attorneys for Burley 
Adams, convicted slayer of a prohibi- 
tion agent, found probably their last 
hope, save eleventh hour action by 
Governor Hardman, gone Thursday 
night by action of Federal Judge Bas- 
com 8. Deaver, of Macon. 

Asked by Benjamin E. Pierce, of 
Augusta, attorney for the doomed 
man, to grant a writ of supersedeas 
pending perfection of further appeal 
to a higher court, Judge Deaver de- 
clined to take jurisdiction. Adams is 
sentenced to die at Milledgeville today 
at about 10:30 a. m. 

A last-minute appeal, however, may 
be made to Governor Hardman, they 
said, although the executive has twice 
declined to interfere with the sen- 
tence of the courts and Thursday

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SPEED THE SEWER PLAN. 

The quick and favorable response 
of the borough of Atlanta officials, 
having charge of sewer and Sani- 
tary engineering problems, to the 
offer of the county commissioners 
to use the county’s convict force in 
carrying out the surveyed plan of 
a sewerage system for an area of 
275 square miles, is highly praise- 
worthy. 

Co-operation of the two authori- 
ties, city and county, to secure the 
necessary legislation from the gen- 
eral assembly to constitute the legal 
Sanitary district and empower it to 
finance and carry out the plan al- 
ready obtained from experts, should 
be prompHy successful and the 
work immediately initiated. 

The plan will require ten years 
for its completion. It is calculated 
to be adequate to the necessities of 
the growing district until 1965, or 
a full generation hence. Within the 
10 years of construction one-third 
of the men and women now in the 
proposed district will be dead, and 
before 1965 most of them will have 
passed away.

The conflagration caused incalcula- 
ble disaster among the waxen inmates 
of Mrs. Tussaud’s museum, which is 
known the world over, for the flames 
scorched away the glorious mustaches 
of Kaiser Wilhelm and the heat melt- 
ed the prominent teeth of Teddy 
Roosevelt. Crippen, the London den- 
tist who once supplied the world with 
a thrill by his nonchallant escape with 
Miss LeNeve after hacking his own 
wife to pieces, lost both hands: the 
Duke of Wellington lost his tail-coat: 
Landru was stripped bare and King 
John was forced to hand over even 
more than the Magna Charta, he 
came off without a stitch of cloth- 
ing and his crown melted down to an 
ugly lump over his left eye. 

The new Mme. Tussaud’s is bigger 
and better, that is to say, there is a 
considerable enlargement of the Cham- 
ber of Horrors. In addition to all 
the old villains of history, there is a 
fine collection of new murderers, 

isoners, forgers, kidnapers, Lord 

esters and Jack the Rippers. The 
new dungeon also includes the guillo- 
tine, the gallows, a copy of the elec- 
tric chair in&Sing Sing, the broadax 
once used to. decapitate people in 
Germany, wheels on which Peter the 
Great broke the bones of recalcitrant 
boyars, thumb screws used _ by the 
Spanish Inquisition in The Nether- 
lands, pincers to tear pieces of flesh 
from the bodies of condemned, flay- 
ing instruments, tongue-cutters, pins 
that were driven under fingernails, 
the block used for the execution of 
Mary Queen of Scots, the boot in 
which a criminal had to put his leg 
after which there was enough space 
to fill in some molten lead, and a 
host of other instruments of torture. 

Five hundred new models have been 
fitted for the collection which opened 
its doors to the public last year. Mus- 
solini is among them, but no suita- 
ble uniform had yet been found for 
the Duce, and so he must bear for a 
while with a red table-cloth draped 
in the manner of a classical Roman 
toga.

You get a good por- 
trait, a life-like portrait, but there is 
so much mind and spirituality behind 
it all that it is almost impossible to 
express this through wax. It eludes 
you, but we model and remodel until 
we have it.”

A class of 90 national guard and 41 
reserve officers received diplomas on 
the occasion, signaling completion, of 
a course at the post. The diplomas 
were delivered by Brigadier General 
Campbell King, commandant of Fort 
Benning, who also addressed the ~rad- 
uates briefly. 

Major General Peyton laid particu- 
lar stress upon what he termed the 
“big three” basis of military training, 
which includes control, weapon ef- 
ficiency and esprit de corps. It was 
in connection with the third of these 
factors that he voiced his. vigorous 
views with regard to operation of the 
national defense act. 

“For the first time in our history,” 
he said, “we have a definite military 
policy, a splendid national defense act 
on our statute books, but the latter 
will become a mere scrap of paper, 
unless we operate its provisions with 
thoughtful effort and painstaking care. 
Esprit de corps cannot be demanded 
nor acquired by orders or requisition. 
It must be developed through careful 
cultivation and, ree acquired, it en- 
genders pride in personal appearance, 
pride in organization and pride in 
achievement; it opens the mind for 
the reception of military knowledge, 
superinduces individual effort for the 
broadening of that knowledge, and of-

FINANCIERS TO FORM 


RELIEF PROGRAM 


Various Elements of Eco- 
nomic Plan Are Assign- 
ed to Committees. 
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BY P. I. LIPSEY. 

GENEVA, May 21.—(#)—Having 
sketched an outline of procedure for 

constructing a program of general Eu- 
ropean economic relief, the Pan-Furo- 
pean commission adjourned tonight to 
meet again September 3. 

The outline, as adopted with numer- 
ous reservations, assigns various ele- 
ments in thé economic situation— 
such as tariffs, credits, unemployment 
and customs preference for cereals— 
to special committees which were 
charged to concentrate study upon 
them immediately. 

It creates a co-ordinating commit- 
tee which meets in Geneva July 6 to 
receive committee proposals and whip 
them into a harmonious general! 
scheme of relief and rehabilitation. 
The results will be reported at the 
September plenary session for action. 

The final sitting of the commission 
was the occasion for the signing by 
representatives of 13 states of a con- 
vention setting up an_ international 
agriculture mortgage credit company 
which was described as “the first 
child” of the commission's labors. 
Three other signatures were promised. 

Before adjournment Maxim Litvin- 
off. commissar of foreign affairs of 
poviet Russia, briefly reiterated the 
Russian proposals for a general pact 
of economic non-aggression, urging its 
immediate acceptance by the delegates. 
Turkey at once announced her accept- 
ance of the projected protocal. For- 
eign Minister Arthur Henderson, of 
(Gjreat Britain; Aristide sriand, 
French foreign minister, and Julius 
Curtius, German foreign minister, 
voiced sympathy with its principles 
and the proposal was referred to a co- 
erdinating committee for  consider- 
ation.
